Suggestion of a Use for Portsmouth's 


Old City Hall Building

To tho Editor ot the Portsmouth Her- 


ald:— 


Since It seems to be a fact tlial for 


tho immediate future the City Hall is 
to be located -on Daniel street in what 
was formerly the High school build-1 


Ing end since it is claimed there is a 
large public sentiment against the use 
of the present city hall for other than 
publicpurposes, I wish to offer 'the 
following thought which lias occurred 
to me: 


Let a corporation he formed of from 


llfty to one hundred citizens; call it 
the Portsmouth Historical society or 
by some other suitable name; allow 
the city to sell or lease to this cor- 
poration the present city building; if 
a lease let it be for a long term of 
years at a nominal rental; if a sale 
of the property, let tho pMce be ten 
thousand or fifteen thousand dollars. 
If it be a lease have a condition in it 


properly In repair and always use it 
during the term of the lease as 
a 


building in which shall be stored and 
exhibited things connected with the 
history of Portsmouth. 
If the build- 


ing is sold, have a condition in the 
deed that the Historical society nev- 
er disposes of the building and never 
uses it for any other purpose than the 
one above set forth. 


To take over this building and re- 


pair it and equip it properly will cost 
perhaps twenty-five thousand dollars 
if it is a sale, and perhaps fifteen 
thousand dollars if it Is on a. lease.: 


The interior of tho building might be 
restored to the condition In which it 
formerly wag. 


The above is a bare outline; the de- 


tails, of course, may be arranged to 
fit the circumstances.

founders In embodying the already es- 
tablished rights of civil and religious 
liberty In both Federal and Slate Con- 
stitutions seem to put tuc matter be- 
yond thu reach ot either the executive j 
or Ihe legislative, or the judicial de- 
partments ol government, or all ol 
them acting together. Wmu, then, re- j 
gained to do but to onjoy the fruit., 
of the struggle: They have seemed I 
' •• ' < 


to be, and, in tact, they have been Ig- 
norant of the truth that "eternal vig- 
ilance Is the price of liberty" as well 
after constitutions are made as be- 
lorc. They have failed to appreciate 
that even this safeguard may bo un- 
dermined. How, indeed, can it be pos- 
sible, docs any one ask? L«t a Pres- 
ident of the United States ansewr: 
Said the then President In a speech 
at 
Harrlsburg, Pennsylvania: 
"We 


need thrciiKh executive action, through 
legislative and through judicial con- 
struction and Interpretation of law, 
to increase the power of the Federal 
Government. If we fail tkus to 
in- 


crease it, we show our Impotence." 
These are weighty words, pregnant 
with meaning. They are not the words 
of an idle dreamer, but of a purpose- 
ful and resourceful man, holding the 
highest as well as the most powerful 
office In the gift of the people. 


They mean just this—that the peo 


pie have withheld power from the Fed- 
eral Government which the Executive 
thinks it should: have and . therefore 
proposes (not that the people should 
grant the covetedt powers, hut,) that 
they should be taken from them, by 
force. And further, that each depart- 
ment of the government should partlc 
Ipate in the usurpation.

The Kings had not. been restored, 


but the control of the Republic had 
passed into the hands of the patrician 
order, who loved power and its advan- 
tages quite as much as the kings had 
done and al the same time were not 
more interested In the general welfare 
of th<- great majority of the 
people. 


So began again the struggle for lib- 
eity as a substantial thing,—not a 
shadow—and It took the form of a 
demand 
: for the reinstatement of the 


Servius Tulllus acts; but the demand 
was in vain until in open revolt the 
people left the city. This proved an 
effective movement, for a compact 
ensued for the appointment of "Tri- 
bunes of the People," endowed with 
power to protect the rights of the 
Preheins and of interceding in ihch 
behalf even 'to the extent or aunullin^ 
any act or decree of the Senate. 


One lession a century of hitter ex 


perience had taught the people, cn< 
that was that the statutory aafeguaru 
of liberty may be amended by otht. 
enactments from time to time uuii 
they become ineffective to support tin 
natural rights of man. So now the., 
demanded as a condition or their retuin 
to the city, that the "Tribunes of the 
People" should have full power :to
